The text of the note follows: 
"The undersigned draw the serious 


attention of the foreign minister to 
the position created by the inability 
otf the minister of fnanco nnd cotn- 
muncation to meet certain obligations 
to foreign creditors. Much patience 
have been exercised by the lattei'. 
The lack of any provision for meet- 
ing the payments of the long estab- 
lished railway loans duo in October. 
November and December, 1922, and 
.the great difficulties encountered in 
obtaining- thse payments is also a 
matter of common knowledge. Sur- 
prise hns been felt that «hile the un- 
secured foreign debts and obligations 
arfe loft unprotected. China's mternol 
loans have been temporarily consoli- 
dated on the security of tho customs 
surpluses. 
This st,atc of affairs is 


prejudicially affecting China's credit 
which formerly had a ^ood' standing 
in foreign markets; but now is ser- 
iously impaired by default of the loans

This is especially true of the younger practitioners, who 
must devote years of time to the acquirement of knowl- 
edge, skill and reputation, without which none can hope 
to be counted In on the big fees. 


The investment of the successful professional man 


1. a stupendous one. Years of grinding application are 
required to fit him to successfully figure In litigation in 
which a fee of $100,000 may be earned. 
He must not 


only be a man of abllitv to begin with, but he must 
cultivate; Improve and broaden. His university life is 
never ended! his post-graduate course Is a continuous 
one. The conscientious professional man. who takes a 
pride In his professional 
is'sought after by those 


willing to pay big fees because thfy have big things 
to be done and big problems to be solved, has invested 
hi. life. It would seem that he should receive a very 
fair return on the Investment.

Author- 
ities say that an intelligence quotient 
above 140 Is grenuis. and few are the 
geniuses floating around 
the world. 


These same intelligentzia say that a 
quotient between 120 and 140 is very 
superior intelligence As Olive's quo- 
tient is fourteen above 120 and only 
six from 140, she may some day, 
•when she is really grown up, pass 
Into the genuis class. 


An AM-round Student. 


Other professors with whom she is 
associated in her class work speak 
highly of her intelligence. While all 
classes do not offer mentality tests to 
secure the brain ratingr_of the pupils. 
Intelligence stands out regardless. In 
the Methodist school, the students 
with whom she recites are, at the 
joungpst, seventeen, and the major- 
ity are eighteen and nineteen With 
this handicap, she is pronounced un- 
usually capable, interesting, and in- 
1terested.
